LABOR AT A CROSSROAD 


HOW TO THINK 
ABOUT MIKOYAN 


Who behaved most correctly toward Mikoyan: 
The Hungarians who, for very understandable 
reasons, threw eggs at him? Or the business- 
men, the bankers and civic leaders who all but 
fawned on him? Or blunt George Meany, who 
simply refused to meet him? Meany certainly 
‘emerged with more dignity than the Cyrus Ea- 
tons. But for a fuller statement of the right way 
to think about Mikoyan, we recommend the fol- 
lowing statement by an anonymous (and non- 
eug-throwing) Hungarian: 

Mr. Mikoyan has a perfect right to want to 
come to America. The State Department was 
quite correct in granting him a visa. During 
his stay, Americans have tumbled over them- 
selves to have a look at this strange creature. 
And because Americans are hospitable and 
friendly, and like to see a guy in a tough spot 
handle himself well, Mr. Mikoyan has had a 
great success in this country. 

Now I would be the last to wish that Ameri- 
cans should cease to be hospitable and friend- 
ly, because I, a Hungarian refugee, have been 
the grateful beneficiary of these American 
traits of character. But, at the same time, I 
would ask America not to forget two things: 
that this Mikoyan visit has in no 
the basic Kremlin purpose, which 
1 the expansion of Communism through- 
out the whole world by fair m or foul. If 
his visit had represented any change in the 
Kremlin attitude, some suggestion along those 
lines would have come from Mikoyan. The 
only suggestion that has come is to ask us once 
again to make another concession to the Krem- 
lin, and maybe the Kremlin will graciously con- 
sider it. 

The second thing is that of all the original 
important Politburo members, Mikoyan is the 
only one left in power. Khrushchev was unim- 
portant when Mikoyan was already very im- 
portant. Therefore, Mikoyan was a major par- 
ticipant in all of Stalin’s evil doings, was a 
major agent of the triumvirate and duumvirate 
which succeeded Stalin, was personally in Bu- 
dapest at the time of the Nagy and Maleter be- 
trayal, and is now Khrushchev’s ambassador 
extraordinary. 

If there is a living Soviet official who has 
within his conscience all the sins of the past, 
it is Mikoyan. And if he is to survive in the 
future, the only way he can do so is by betray- 
ing his present set of loyalties as he has be- 
trayed all his previous ones. 
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Like crime and inflation—with both of which 
it is linked—the power of the unions is a top 
domestic issue of 1959. The President is 


Kennedy’s. The McClellan Committee will 
give us another round of true-life horror sto- 
ries. The A.F.L.-C.1.0. convention in Puerto 
Rico next month will contribute a spectacle 
of fresh factional strife. Coming wage nego- 
tiations, notably in steel, will raise issues af- 
fecting the fate of the whole U.S. economy. 
With a confidence born of the November 
elections, the union executives demand that 
Congress repeal that section of the Taft- 
Hartley law which permits the states (as 19 
do) to forbid the union shop. They want 
more power. Do the unions deserve more 
power? As now constituted, they do not. 


In a single generation the unions have 
established themselves as one of the three 
most powerful forces (along with govern- 
ment and business) in our industrial society. 
As Professor Sumner Slichter says, they 
have turned out to be both “much stronger 

. and much less democratic” than the 
public expected when the Wagner Act was 
passed. The lack of internal democracy was 
a military necessity when unions were fight- 
ing a managerial class that hoped to prevent 
or bust them altogether. And the paranoid 
rhetoric of that era may well be turned 
against parts of the Administration reform 
bill, especially since its sponsor (though not 
its author) nator Goldwater, whom labor 
considers a union buster. Yet the bill is 
aimed at union rackets, not union power. It 
curbs “blackmail picketing,” where the pur- 
pose is not organization but shakedown, and 
the secondary boycott, which forces neu- 
trals to take sides in somebody else's labor 
disputes. It also further protects pension 
and welfare funds and provides for regu- 
lar and honest union eles It would 
strengthen honest unions against gangsters. 

George Meany and other honest labor lead- 
ers want and need some of these reforms. 
Their admirable Ethical Practices Codes can- 
not be enforced without them. Since Meany 
has been strict in expelling racket-infested 
unions (longshoremen, teamsters, bakers, 
laundry workers) he has created the ingre- 
dients of a rival federation, centering around 
Hoffa, which may well become a reality if 
Meany has to expel the ineffable Maurice 
Hutcheson and his carpenters next month. 

The list of labor's troubles does not end 
there. Item: the union movement as a whole 
has ceased to grow, especially among those 
white-collared wage earners who are the ex- 
panding majority of our labor force. Item: 
many of the liberal intellectuals who lent a 
whole generation’s moral enthusiasm to the 
labor movement no longer find inspiration 
in it, and are becoming its disinterested 
critics. Item: the rank and file is incorrigibly 


apathetic about union meetings and causes. 
Item: labor’s share of responsibility for in- 
flation has become one of the major eco- 
nomic issues of our time. 

A root cause of inflation is the monopoly 
power of unions to force wage and price in- 
creases regardless of productivity, usually 
with the tacit or helpless connivance of big 
business. The unions answer this charge by 
showing that they, too, suffer from inflation 
—that their real earnings increased only 
35% from 1947 to °57, whereas labor pro- 
ductivity increased 37%. But even this argu- 
ment, which is statistically disputable, as- 
sumes that labor should pre-empt all the 
gains of increased productivity, while capital 
(whose heavy investments made the pro- 
ductivity gains possible) and the consumer 
should get none. The higher wages go, the 
feebler grows any claim of equity in this 
assumption, 

The labor movement is at a crossroads, 
befogged by ancient fears and sympathies, 
but leading either to trouble or to a new and 
clearer definition of what unions are for, 
They have, of course, done enormous and 
even revolutionary good in correcting an old 
imbalance of economic power, They have 
made prosperous and self-respecting citizens 
of workers whose just grievances might once 
have alienated them from American society. 
And they have done this within the frame- 
work of free enterprise. The empirical Gom- 
pers formula for what labor wants—"'more, 
more, more, now’—has won U.S. labor the 
world’s highest living standard and strength- 
ened U.S. democracy in the process. 

‘The question now is whether the Gompers 
formula will suffice for the next era of union 
evolution. Meany and Co. think it will. Yet 
a mere demand for “more!” from those who 
already have a lot is bound at some point to 
meet political resistance, 


Slichter, Max Lerner and others think the 
unions should join forces with management 
in a joint effort to maintain continuing pro- 
ductivity gains, washing out disputes about 
the divvy in a general euphoria of increasing 
affluence. Professor Lindblom of Yale thinks 
they should (or anyway will) syndicalize the 
whole economy. Mortimer Adler thinks work- 
ers should be turned into capitalists through 
stock ownership. Other proposals abound. 
But thinkers about the labor movement are 
almost unanimous in feeling that it cannot 
go farther until it redefines its goals. 

It has not done so. That is why it is not 
ready far more power. It needs government 
help to make itself honest. It lacks the soli- 
darity it used to get from a vanished “class 
enemy.” It lacks, praise be, the swamplight 
ideologies that have misled so many foreign 
labor movements. But it also lacks the con- 
scious aim and purpose that will keep a great 
reform movement from degenerating into a 
mere bureaucracy or a racket.

FIGHT WORLD 


The stolid citizens of boxing’s world last week 
removed their mouthpieces and let fly with 
words like a bunch of lawyers. Their talk con- 
ed a big bout in the august chambers of 
the Supreme Court, where a 5-3 decision had 
gone against the prizefight promotion monop- 
oly exercised by the International Boxing Club 
of James D. Norris (right). When the fighters 
and promoters shown here had finished their 
verbal sj , they too were split on whether 
the decision was good or bad. 

Holding that Norris and his partner Arthur 
Wirtz had violated the Sherman Antitrust Act, 
the Supreme Court ordered them to dissolve 
their I.B.C.s in New York and Illinois, to sell 
their stock in Madison Square Garden. The 
court also took note of the charges that the 
1.B.C. was in cahoots with gangsters when 
it condemned the “odorous monopoly . . . 
known and feared in the boxing world.” 

Even as the pugilistic opinions flew like left 
jabs, there were doubts that the court’s upper- 
cut had really settled anything. Nothing had 
been said about divesting the I.B.C. of its con- 
trol over fight television, which today is the 
sport's bread-and-butter money-maker. And it

THE ENORMOUS

The animals of the Americas are products of the 
greatest migration in the recorded history of the 
world. Since the Age of Dinosaurs the two conti- 
nents had been separated by the sea. About one 
million years ago the Isthmus of Panama arose, 
creating a land bridge from north to south. Ani- 
mals streamed across in both directions. From the 
north came the varied species indicated on the 
map by blue arrows. From the south came those 
indicated by white arrows; those which got no far- 
ther north than the forests of Central America are 
indicated by yellow arrows, Many of the migrants 
became extinct in the great dying of the Pleis- 
tocene Age.

est creatures quixotic nature ever devised (above). “It is impossible to 
reflect on the changed state of the American continent without astonis! 
ment,” he wrote. ‘Formerly it must have swarmed with great monsters. 
Monsters they were, for nowhere else on earth had more fanciful 
forms evolved in the long twilight of prehistory. Their baroque remains 
added another dimension to the widening horizons of Darwin’s thought. 
In the Brazilian jungle (Lire, Nov. 3) he glimpsed the workings of nat- 
ural selection in the crowded insect world. On the Galépagos Islands 
(Lire, Sept. 8) he would discern how new species evolved in isolation. 
Now on the pampas he found evidence of the continuity of life in the 
immensity of time. While the earth’s antiquity is common knowledge to- 
day, in Darwin’s era the science of paleontology had only begun to stir. 


| ATE in August 1833, Darwin disembarked from the Beagle to ex-

The notion that animals unknown to man might once have ranged the 
earth and vanished clashed with belief in the separate creation of species. 

Darwin was often asked: If extant species evolved from extinct species, 
why are fossil beds not filled with innumerable transitional forms? He 
replied: ‘‘The crust of the earth must not be looked at as a well-filled 
museum, but as a poor collection made at hazard.” He knew that many 
species died without descendants in the struggle to survive. And he knew 
that the lands of earth rose and fell, now dividing populations, now cre- 
ating land bridges across which animals migrated to new homes. Amazed 
by the archaic fauna of South America, he conjectured that the Isthmus 
‘of Panama might once have been submerged. His inspired guess has 
been confirmed. We know now that for 70 million years South America 
was an island where aboriginal species evolved in isolation. Then the 
isthmus arose, precipitating the great Pleistocene migration (map left). 
In the onslaught of the northern invaders on the native population, 
many wondrous creatures disappeared forever, many new forms arose.

Nowhere else has there evolved so heavily ar- 
mored a mammal as the sturdy, omnivorous armadillo. Nowhere else 
has there evolved so perfectly adapted and single-minded a gourmet as 
the toothless anteater with its syringe-shaped nose and two-foot tongue. 
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HOOFED MAMMALS 


Out of two ancestral forms that arrived in South America 75 million years 
ago, a varied company of hoofed mammals arose. Not one species is still 
extant, and only the two in color, Macrauchenia and Toxodon, whose giant 
bones Darwin uncovered, withstood the northern invaders through the 
Pleistocene. Many of these archaic beasts illustrate the evolutionary prin- 
ciple of convergence, i.e., the tendency of a species to develop the super- 
ficial characteristics of an unrelated line. Thus Pyrotherium looks like an 
elephant, Thesodon looks like a camel, Thoaterium looks like a horse, Dar- 
win wrote that Macrauchenia “belongs to the order of pachydermata,” but 
also “shows a clear relation to the camel.” He was wrong on both counts.

More successfully than any other animals, the versatile order of rodents 
weathered the upheavals of the Pleistocene. Southern rodents migrated 
north, northern rodents migrated south, intermingling and co-existing so 
cozily that today the rodent roster of the Americas is a mixture of both 
stocks. The familiar porcupine of temperate woods waddled up from below 
the isthmus. Northern emigrés like the squirrel and meadow mouse settled 
contentedly in the south. A few less generalized types succumbed to time 
and change, among them the ancestral tuco tuco, a molelike creature whose 
remains Darwin unearthed; and the extinct relatives of dinomys, which dur- 
ing the Pleistocene grew big as calves—the largest rodents that ever lived.

CARNIVOROUS BIRDS 


Of all the improbable inhabitants of South 
America, perhaps the most fantastic was a 
family of huge carnivorous birds. Flightless, 
ferocious, fleet-footed and fierce-beaked, they 
dominated the archaic faunas of the continent 
for millions of years, pursuing their prey across 
the plains and pampas until they gave way 
finally to the more efficient pumas, jaguars and 
giant dogs that came south in the invasion. 
These birds were predators such as no other 
animals in the world had ever faced. Their 
only modern relative is the Cariama (right), 
which stands two feet high and, unlike his fear- 
some forebears, can fly short distances.

In the course of his South American field work, Darwin studied most 
of the animals shown here, either in fossil form or modern counterpart 
Noting certain similarities between the bony relics of the ancient past 
and the familiar fauna of the present, he observed prophetically, “This 
wonderful relationship in the same continent between the dead and the 
living will, I do not doubt, hereafter throw more light on the appear- 
nce of organic beings on our earth and their disappearance from it

Following in Darwin’s footsteps, an international team of scientists 
from Harvard University and the Museo Argentino de Ciencas Na- 
turales has discovered one of the richest fossil fields ever revealed to 
questing man. They came across their great find in April 1958, im- 
bedded in pastel-colored shale in a valley in the western Argentine. 
Here, in a region familiar to Darwin, Dr. Bryan Patterson (above) 
and Dr. Alfred S. Romer, both of Harvard, and their associates un- 
covered an extensive series of fossil deposits of reptiles, fish and am- 

: phibians, dating from the Triassic period, 180 million years ago. 

} They returned with a fabulous collection, nearly five tons of bones, 
which are now being prepared and assembled in the Harvard Museum 
of Comparative Zoology (below). 

Although Darwin had seen and collected specimens of the extinct 
mammals that roamed South America during the Pleistocene epoch— 
such as the giant ground sloths, glyptodonts and toxodonts—he had 
little knowledge of the infinitely more remote forms of life from

which they had evolved. The fossil record of the South American 
past is by no means complete, even today. But it has been advanced 
enormously by the recent Harvard-Buenos Aires expedition, for 
what was found represented the greatest Triassic bed ever uncovered 
in the history of paleontology. “Although we did not know it,” Dr. 
Patterson reported later, recalling the initial excitement on arriving 
at his Triassic trove, “‘we had taken our first look at one of the great 
fossil fields of the world. Like the ancient mariner and his shipmates, 
it was our incredible good fortune to be ‘the first that ever burst 
into that silent sea.’” 

‘The Triassic was one of the great eventful periods in the history of 
life on earth, In the plant kingdom it was the time when the first mod- 
ern conifers evolved, supplanting the soft-tissued swamp trees and 
giant ferns of the Paleozoic. More important it witnessed the advent 
of the first representatives of the great line of dinosaurs which would 
inherit and rule the earth for the next 100 million years. This chapter 
of evolution was still incomplete in Darwin's day—for the fabulous 
fields of dinosaur relics in North America had not yet been exposed— 
and it is testimony to his genius that in the very infancy of paleontol- 
ogy, 125 years ago, his limited observations of a few fossil remains of 
South American mammals proved sufficient to convince him of the 
connection between living and long extinct forms of life. 

The vast importance of this new Triassic find derives from the fact 
that its relics of extinct fish, amphibians and reptiles fill gaps hereto- 
fore lacking in the pageant of evolution in America, Among the rep- 
tiles whose bones were exhumed from the ancient shale were the dis- 
tant ancestors not only of the dinosaurs but of such extant forms of 
life as crocodiles and birds. In the Triassic, too, there evolved certain 
reptiles which were distinguished from their sluggish kinsmen by su- 
perior energy and, perhaps, warm blood—distant ancestors of the 
great class of mammals. Some of the reptile skeletons uncovered by 
the recent expedition exhibited definite mammalian characteristics, 
‘suggesting that they were transitional forms, precursors of the vivipa- 
rous, milk-yielding, intelligent animals that ultimately would sup- 
plant the dinosaurs as the dominant creatures on earth. 

The accession of the mammals to the dinosaurs’ domain has never 
been fully explained, nor has the subsequent great dying of the mam- 
mals in the Pleistocene. Darwin considered the latter question and re- 
jected all specific, catastrophic causes. He concluded, as many mod- 
ern scientists now do, that man’s brief span of life blinds him to the 
long workings of nature, within which rarity is an omen of extinction. 
“To marvel greatly when a species ceases to exist,” he wrote, “appears 
to me much the same as to admit that sickness is a prelude to death... 
but when the sick man dies, to wonder and to believe that he died 
through violence.”

HOW mea hero and I'll show youa bum.” Theauthor of 
this scornful sentiment is retired Marine Colonel Greg- 
ory L. Boyington, 46, a full-fledged World War II hero who for 
years was also a full-fledged bum, though ‘‘a lovable one.” He 
proves both in his autobiography, Baa Baa Black Sheep (Putnam). 
Idaho-born ‘‘Pappy” Boyington was a heavy drinking, skillful 
flier who quit the Marines to serve with the Flying Tigers. Later 
he rejoined the Marines and led a group of presumed misfits called 
the Black Sheep Squadron into astonishing aeronautical exploits. 
He returned to the U.S. after the war with the Medal of Honor and 
the nation’s adulation. The latter was dissipated in a series of 
astonishing alcoholic exploits which landed him repeatedly in jail. 
Sadly, America just about wrote Pappy off. 

Pappy, however, was not ready to be written off. “By 1955,” he 
remembers, ‘I abhorred jail and was tired of blacking out, of get- 
ting driven home by friends, of seeing my face in the tabloids.” 
With the tireless help of his second wife Fran he stopped drinking 
and ‘gradually joined up with society.” He started flying again, 
started to write and got a steady job in California. What he wrote 
has sold 65,000 copies to date and a recent sale of Black Sheep 
to Columbia Pictures can earn him as much as $250,000. “Now [ 
think I owe the world a few drives home,” says Pappy gratefully.

HE African elephant, which is known for 
its mean temper and readiness to attack, 
will run from very few things, but among those 
things is an airplane. Disturbed by the en- 
gines’ roar and unable to identify the source 
of the dreadful noise, elephants are likely to 
become quite unhinged and stampede through 
the jungle in such panic that they injure them- 
selves. Some even have been known to run off 
precipices. Consequently commercial airline 
pilots in Africa are ordered not to fly so low as 
to bother any elephants that may be present. 
This piece of information can be looked at 
in two ways. It tells something about ele- 
phants; in that aspect its usefulness admitted- 
ly is limited. However, it also tells something 
about Africa: there are now enough airliners 
flying there to threaten the equanimity of ele- 
phants, and this is important. It is a sign and 
symbol of what is, in fact, one of the profound 
happenings of our time, the emergence of trop- 
ical Africa into the modern world. 
Perhaps eruption is a better word, for what 
is happening is sudden, uncontrollable and 


100 


sometimes intensely violent. Africa suddenly 
is in the forefront of the news. Almost every 
week it produces something new and startling: 
the birth of a new nation, the dedication of a 
great new dam or steel mill, a bloody riot in 
Nyasaland or the Belgian Congo, French terri- 
tories continually rearranging their relation- 
ships like pieces in a kaleidoscope. This im- 
mense area is in the process of passing from 
the Stone Age directly to the Atomic Age, 
with effects as incongruous as the juxtaposi- 
tion of elephants and airliners. For example: 
> Barthélemy Boganda, prime minister of the 
Central African Republic (formerly Ubangi- 
Shari), is a man of intellectual distinction who 
moves with ease in government circles in Paris. 
His French is perfect. Having formerly been 
a priest, he also has a fondness for Latin and 
often adorns his conversation with classic 
phrases. It amuses him to watch the expression 
of Europeans when he remarks, “Now, my 
father was a cannibal...” 

> Ibadan, the biggest Negro city in the world, 
is the capital of Nigeria’s western province

whose people pride themselves on being the 
most advanced in that country. There are two 
sights that the visitor to Ibadan should not 
miss. One is the new university, a splendid 
campus of the most modern buildings. The 
other, just a short drive away, is the ‘‘juju,” 
or magic market. This is a collection of open- 
air stalls where one can find conveniently dis- 
played all the ingredients a witch doctor is 
likely to prescribe: leopard claws, baboon 
skulls, bat wings, dried mice and all the rest 
of that rich pharmacopoeia of the juju medi- 
cine that a great many Nigerians still believe 
in and patronize. 


Half-bewildered awakening 


NYONE who has traveled in tropical 

Africa can recite such examples by the 
dozen. Awakening from the sleep of ages, still 
sluggish and half-bewildered, this vast section 
of humanity comes lurching onto the world 
scene trailing anachronisms. What does this 
movement hold for the world, and for the

U.S. as a world power? How will it affect 1 
lations between the white and colored peo- 
ples of other continents? Will it add still great- 
er strength to the so-called Afro-Asian bloc in 
the United Nations? Remove tropical Africa’s 
raw materials and markets from the sphere of 
the West? Add new national rivalries and 
tions to a world already overburdened with 
such troubles? 

In seeking answers to these questions Lire’s 
articles exclude North Africa, separated 
from the rest of the continent both by the Sa- 
hara Desert and by a difference in civilization, 
and South Africa, where white domination is 
so complete that the problem has to be judged 
on an entirely different scale. The Africa we 
shall be referring to lies 
mostly in the tropics and is overwhelmingly 
Negroid. It is the black Africa of apes and 
ivory and the ° green, greasy Lim- 
popo River,” of Stanley and Livingstone, of 
crocodile and lion, and of 125 million peo- 
ple still living in or at the edge of savagery 

What generalizations can be made about 


this immense region? Not many: topographi- 
cally it has every extreme from Mt. Kenya, with 
its permanent cap of snow (even though it lies 
on the equator), to huge river deltas and coast- 
al swamps; climatically it ranges from the 
empty desert of the Sudan to soggy rain for- 
ests. It is jungle and bush, tremendous lakes 
and great rivers, open savanna and horribly 
eroded wasteland. The people are divided into 
many hundreds of tribes, each with its 
and taboos, its antagonisms and spec 
toms and languages.

HUS the first broad statement that can be 
made about Africa is that diversity is its 
chief characteristic. To this primary fact, which 
in itself has obvious political conno' 
must be added a related one. When Africa was 
carved up among the colonial powers, little 
attention was paid to tribal complications. 
Boundaries usually were drawn with only a 
vague notion of whom or what they took in

or excluded, Accordingly ancient tribal rivals 
sometimes had to live under a common mas- 
ter, while proud and powerful tribes were 
sometimes split 

Another politically pertinent generalization 
is that almost all Africans, until the time the 
Europeans came into their lives, were quite 
primitive. It is hard to believe how few of the 
basic tools of civilization any of them had dis- 
covered for themselves. They had no alphabet 
or numbers and hence no writing or records. 
They had never thought of either the wheel or 
the plow. It is hardly surprising that among 
the many ideas the Africans had not discov- 
ered was that of parliamentary democracy 
Only occasionally and in rudimentary form 
did it exist. The prevailing method of rule was 
authoritarian, often at the point of a spear 
There was a leader—father, village headman, 
tribal chief—and people obeyed him, Matters 
important to the tribe might be discussed in 
public meetings, and the chief would not or- 
dinarily make a major decision without con- 
sulting the tribal elders. But democracy in the

AFRICA continues 


Western sense has been a strange and unlikely 
import into Africa. 

Africa has been opened to civilizing ideas a 
very short time, much of it only within this 
century. The process began with the discovery 
of the gold and diamond fields of southern Af- 
rica, with the growing needs of Europe for palm 
oil and other tropical crops and to some extent 
with the moral determination to wipe out the 
slave trade at its source. By the 1880s the 
“scramble for Africa” was on in earnest among 
the European powers. With the advent of Eu- 
ropean (to the African, all whites, including 
‘Americans, are Europeans”) administrators, 
businessmen, soldiers and missionaries the proc- 
ess of education began, In the few generations 
that have elapsed great efforts have been made 
in some areas, but relative to the need the 
achievement has been terribly small. At least 
90% of all Africans remain illiterate; in no ter- 
ritory would the figure be less than about 60%. 
On the other hand most areas now contain an 
intellectual elite; doctors, lawyers, union lead- 
ers, teachers, politicians and others who are 
living evidence of the innate capacity of Afri- 
cans to learn, living denials of any racial infe- 
riority. They are, however, only a tiny group 
even in the most advanced regions. 

History has simply moved too fast. Even with 
the best of intentions, which many colonial ad- 
ministrators were far from having, a few gen- 
erations could not have been enough to change 
the African masses; the inertia of eons of ig- 
norance yields slowly. And so, as Africa comes 
bursting into the world, it is a compound alto- 
gether new to modern experience: a very small 
elite; a larger but still small fraction of semi- 
literates who swarm into the new towns, be- 
come detribalized and lose the ballast of tribal 
custom without really understanding the values 
of modern society; and a tremendous mass of 
primitive people who feel the tug of modernity 
but are still subject to superstitions and irra- 
tional hysterias. In short, Africans not only can 
be led but want to be led, and will be led by any 
man dynamic enough to command their faith. 

There is one more general point that ought 
to be understood, and it is that Africa is on the 
whole a poor place. The tropical effulgence of 
popular imagining is by no means typical. Good 
soil enjoying good farming conditions is ac- 
tually quite rare. The real wealth of Africa is 
largely mineral, and there is almost limitless 
potential hydroelectric power. But the devel- 
‘opment of mining, to say nothing of dam build- 
ing and hydroelectric apparatus, takes capital 
—and the Africans themselves have almost no 
capital. It must come from outside, and in a 
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political sense there are only two sources. It 
can come from the free world as private invest- 
ments and as development loans from Western 
governments. But, failing this, it can come from 
the Communist countries, a possibility which, 
whatever its penalties might be, quite a few Af- 
rican leaders enjoy turning over in their minds. 

Like all generalizations the foregoing have 
their exceptions. To say that Africa is poor is to 
leave out the coffee and timber of the bustling 
Ivory Coast, for instance, or most of Uganda, 
a place of extraordinary beauty and fertility. 
To say that Africa lacks an important culture 
of its own is to leave aside its brilliantly imag- 
inative sculptures and ceremonial masks. Only 
by seeing Africa in its immense variety, in fact, 
does one begin to understand the importance 
that the common denominators have in shap- 
ing the development of self-government. 

‘And so we shall do some touring here. Strange 
concepts will be encountered, and complica- 
tions sinuous as jungle creepers, and fantastic 
unpronounceable names. Readers hoping for 
Kim Novak beset by gorillas are advised to drop 
off here. But the tour, for those who are inter- 
ested, will yield insight into future events that 
only now are gathering shape and force. This 
week we shall examine the countries which are 
free today or on the verge of freedom, where 
even the women, long considered chattels, are 
stirring with the idea of independence. Next 
week the tour concludes with a look at those 
areas which, despite violent upheavals, are still 
several steps away from independence. 


Africa’s ‘Show Country’ 


UR tour starts with Ghana, the former 
Gold Coast which became a free nation in 
March, 1957, the first of the European depend- 
encies to do so. Its Prime Minister, Kwame 
Nkrumah (African. N's are given the sound 
En) used to be known by his people in pre- 
independence days as “Show Boy”: he was their 
prize example of the African’s ability to com- 
pete with the white man on equal terms. In the 
same sense Ghana itself is now Africa's “Show 
Country.” The very fact that it was able to get 
independence had a tremendous impact in the 
other territories, whose leaders began to ask, in 
effect, **If they can do it, why shouldn’t we?” 
The Ghanaians, for their part, are keenly 
aware that they are setting historic precedents, 
and without the slightest encumbrance of false 
modesty they have undertaken to rally and lead 
the whole self-government movement. A few 
weeks ago, for instance, delegates from political 
organizations all over Black Africa met in Ac- 
cra, the capital city, to consider mutual aid and 
common policy against white domination. The 
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international political traffic in and out of Ac- 
cra forms a thriving local industry in itself. 

In Accra the most striking quality of the peo- 
ple is their vivacity, Most Africans are marvel- 
ously good-natured, but the Ghanaians seem 
to teeter on the edge of uncontrollable hilarity. 
There is a general atmosphere of activity and 
optimism, abetted by a construction boom that 
has pushed up quite a few new houses and office 
buildings. This charming air of being on a se- 
rious lark prevails among Nkrumah and the 
members of his government, or at least most of 
them. Nkrumah himself, alert and rather cocky, 
is quick to laugh and sometimes is downright 
prankish, At the last opening of parliament, ar- 
riving late as befitted his position, he walked 
into the chamber waving his acknowledgment 
of the cheers from his followers on the govern- 
ment benches—and then went over and sat with 
the Opposition. This ploy brought roars of 
laughter from both sides and noisy badinage 
that went on until he took his proper seat. 

Delightful, yes—but about a fortnight later 
Nkrumah’s police raided the homes of a num- 
ber of these same Opposition members to search 
for weapons and “‘seditious literature.” A few 
weeks later his big parliamentary majority put 
through a ‘‘preventive detention” bill entitling 
the government to jail without warrant or trial 
anyone suspected of threatening public order. 
More recently, prominent members of the Op- 
position were arrested on charges of plotting 
to assassinate Nkrumah and other léaders, a 
charge impossible to evaluate since they are be- 
ing held incommunicado, It is in such ways that 
Nkrumah and his lieutenants seem to many 
people to threaten the future of democracy in 
Ghana—and by their example to inhibit its 
growth elsewhere in Africa. 

This is the more disturbing because in Gha- 
na, if anywhere, it would seem that circum- 
stances would allow Western ideas of liberty 
and good government to take root. Ghana 
has been exposed to Western influences for a 
long time. Its generally good soil and big cocoa 
production make it among the most prosperous 
places in Africa. In the years before independ- 
ence, the British took pains to set up democrat- 
ic institutions and to train the African leaders 
in their use. And finally, these leaders are main- 
ly intelligent men who themselves were steeped 
in the democratic tradition through education. 
Nkrumah studied at Lincoln and Pennsylvania 
universities in the U.S. and at the London 
School of Economics, and he professes a belief 
in democracy both in public and in private. 

Yet all the foregoing repressions have hap- 
pened within the two years of independence. 
Meanwhile all the makings of a personality 
cult have appeared. Accra has an Nkrumah 
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Road, Nkrumah Avenue and Nkrumah Cir- 
cle. A twice-life-size statue of the prime min- 
ister, inscribed at the base with his Messianic 
message, “Seek ye first the political King- 
dom,” has been put up on the lawn in front 
of parliament at a cost to the government of 
$196,000. Last September on his birthday came 
the first observance of what is to be an annual 
National Founder’s Day, with parades and 
parties throughout the country in his honor. 

So one must ask seriously: is Ghana head- 
ed for dictatorship? Is freedom to mean free- 
dom for party oligarchs to run the country ac- 
cording to their own schemes? Many of Nkru- 
mah’s opponents are bitterly sure of it. 

And yet all these things can be interpreted 
quite differently and much more optimistical- 
ly if one keeps in mind some of the generali- 
zations set forth earlier. Like the other African 
territories Ghana is a geographical accident 
without natural cohesion. It consists really of 
three area: coastal strip inhabited mainly 
by the Fanti and Ewe tribes, who made peace 
early with the European traders and absorbed 
some Western ways; a large and fertile middle 
area inhabited by the Ashanti, who were pros- 
perous and warlike and stayed aloof from the 
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other tribes except to raid them for slaves and 
booty; and a desolate, semidesert northern 
area inhabited by several poor tribes. 

The key ingredient in this mixture was the 
Ashanti, who were among the few tribes in all 
Africa to have formed something closely re- 
sembling a nation. Their kingdom goes back 
as far as 1697 in reliable records, and it took 
the British seven campaigns to conquer them 
by 1901. Once subdued, the Ashanti people 
resumed their habit of thinking of themselves 
as a nation apart from and superior to the 
neighboring tribes. And not surprisingly, 
when finally the British were ready to give 
freedom to the Gold Coast, there was a move- 
ment among these proud people to be allowed 
to form their own country or, failing that, an 
autonomous state within a federation. 

Neither the British nor Nkrumah’s national- 
ists were willing to let this happen since the 
Ghana-to-be would make no sense at all geo- 
graphically or economically without Ashanti- 
land. The result was that by March 1957, when 
Ghana was born, civil war was a real possibil- 
ity. Government leaders entered Ashantiland 
literally at their peril—and few did. 

Yet today Ashantiland is docile and its trib- 
al king has declared his admiration for Nkru- 
mah. The power of the chiefs is broken and 


Ghana is bound together under an over- 
whelming majority held by Nkrumah’s party. 
The country is on the way to becoming a real 
nation. Have these ends justified Nkrumah’s 
means? May they not, in fact, have demanded 
some such means and, as one often hears else- 
where in Africa, have set a practical working 
example for other new governments to follow? 

Considering the circumstances of Africa in 
general and Ghana in particular, it is hard 
to disagree with Nkrumah’s own proposition 
that: “For a newly independent nation 
even a system based on social justice and a 
democratic constitution may need backing 
up, during the period following independ- 
ence, by emergency measures of a totalitarian 
kind.” Nor can one dispute the usefulness of 
glorifying Nkrumah personally. As noted ear- 
lier, the ordinary voter in Africa has only the 
sketchiest idea of any issue that touches more 
than his village or district, He personalizes his 
larger hopes in the figure of one man, who 
then becomes something more than a man: a 
semidivine being, adored, serenaded, applaud- 
ed and obeyed. Without such a symbol of na- 
tionhood there is a serious danger that the 
whole national fabric will disintegrate. 

Ghana’s future will be written in the actions 
of the next few years. In the meantime the 
best judgment seems to be that the mistakes 
—and certainly there have been many—have 
been due mainly to revolutionary excitement 
and overeagerness: overeagerness to show that 
a black, tribalized country could have inter- 
nal stability, that an all-black government 
could really govern and that Prime Minister 
Nkrumah could speak as the unchallenged 
leader of a united people. 


Symbols of national prestige 


HIS same feeling of being terribly con- 
spicuous has, according to this interpre- 
tation, caused Ghanaian leaders to attach un- 
due importance to symbols of national prestige 
in preference to matters of basic national wel- 
fare. Having already secured a merchant ma- 
rine (in partnership with Israel), they want a 
navy and a military air force. They are build- 
ing an international radio broadcasting sta- 
tion powerful enough to reach all Africa. 
“There is a kind of national intoxication go- 
ing on here,” says one experienced observer. 
“This is a small country gloriously sure that it 
has a big place in history. For its own sake it’s 
too bad that Ghana had to be the first. The 
situation will be better here, I think, when 
some of these other countries get their in- 
dependence and take the spotlight away.” 

The spotlight was, in fact, taken away brief- 
ly last September when another new country, 
Guinea, came onto the stage following the 
constitutional referendum in France’s over- 
seas territories. Among its early adventures 
was the sudden decision by its leader, Sekou 
Touré, and Nkrumah to ‘‘unite” their two 
countries. What prompted this and what it 
means will be dealt with later. Here it need 
only be said that the gesture was purely politi- 
cal, and there was no real intention to merge 
under one government. 

But a year from now, during 1960, at least 
four more new countries are to be born. They 
are Cameroon on Jan. 1, Togo on April 29, 
Nigeria on Oct. 1 and Somalia on Dec. 2. 
Of these Nigeria is by far the most important; 
indeed, its independence must rank as one of 
the great events of Africa’s history. 

This country, fronting on the South Atlan- 
tic and stretching back through rich jungle 
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and grove to arid uplands far in the interior, 
was formed in 1914 from several separate Brit- 
ish holdings. It is a very big place, larger by 
far than the British Isles or any Western Eu- 
ropean country, and it has a population of 34 
million people, more than a fourth of all the 
people of Black Africa. It has good agricul- 
tural resources and a relatively large number 
of Africans trained in business, technical 
trades, finance and government. Among these 
people there is a strong sense of manifest des- 
tiny. They feel that Nigeria’s size and advan- 
tages should enable it to become not only the 
leading nation of tropical Africa but an im- 
portant factor in its own right in the world. 
There is only one thing that might stand in 
the way: Nigeria supports what must be the 
largest collection of political animosities to be 
found anywhere in the world, Each of the three 
main tribes, the Hausas, Ibos and Yorubas— 
who respectively inhabit the Northern, East- 
ern and Western regions which form the Fed- 
eration of Nigeria—dislikes and mistrusts the 
others and has not been willing to concede 
much power to the central government, Also, 
some of the hundreds of medium and smaller 
tribes feel that their interests are being sup- 
pressed and have wanted new self-governing 
regions to be created. Religion complicates 
matters still more, The southern rim of the 
country is mainly Christian and the middle 
is mostly pagan. Most of the north is devout- 
ly Moslem and is scandalized at such radical 
southern ideas as giving votes to women. 


The British prepare to go 


XCEPT for this tangled web Nigerian in- 

dependence already would be an accom- 
plished fact. There has been no argument from 
the British about the principle. Here as else- 
where in Africa their aim for some years back 
(officially since 1947) has been to prepare the 
people to manage their own affairs, with inde- 
pendence within the British Commonwealth 
the ultimate and logical outcome. But the Brit- 
ish did not want to leave until they could be 
reasonably sure the country would hold to- 
gether afterward. Finally last October the trib- 
al areas gave enough assurances of wanting 
to live and work together to satisfy the Colo- 
nial Office. The date was set: Oct. 1, 1960. 

Independence Day will introduce some re- 
markable characters to world politics. The 
most conspicuous, one way and another, is 
ikely to be Dr. Nnamdi Azikiwe, M. Sc., 
M.A., Litt. D., LL. D., leader of the National 
Council of Nigeria and the Cameroons, prime 
minister of the Eastern Region, and univer- 
sally known as “*Zik” (pronounced ‘‘Zeek”). 
Zik was educated in America at Howard, Lin- 
coln and Pennsylvania, came back to Nige- 
ria as a journalist, jumped into politics and 
emerged as organizer and head of the first 
big, widely representative nationalist. move- 
ment in Nigeria or, for that matter, anywhere 
in tropical Africa, It is another measure of 
African nationalism that Zik at age 54 is its 
elder statesman. He is a brilliant political tac- 
tician, a demagogue to his fingertips and the 
slam-bang publisher of five newspapers which 
are boisterously devoted to his cause. 

Zik’s great rival is Chief Obafemi Awol- 
owo, a barrister educated in England, a rather 
solemn and intellectual man given to disap- 
pearing from time to time for periods of lone 
contemplation, but withal an extremely effec- 
tive politician. He is a member of the Yoruba 
tribe while Zik is an Ibo, and he found it easy 
to convince the Yorubas that they should 
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break free of Zik’s party and start one of 
their own. This Action Group, as it is called, 
subsequently made Awolowo prime minister 
of the Western Region. He is eloquently a 
friend of the West in world politics and a 
strong believer in democracy and civil rights. 
With national independence approaching, 
Awolowo has been trying hard to detribalize 
his party and create an organization in non- 
Yoruba areas, even in the Ibo east. Zik has 
been equally energetic—and so far more suc- 
cessful—in trying to build up his party’s na- 
tional apparatus. The reason: each man is 
hoping to be prime minister of the new Com- 
monwealth of Nigeria. 


Striking figure from the North 


UT neither can manage without the sup- 
port of the Northern Region, which con- 
tains about half the whole population. And the 
north is more likely to want the job for one 
of its own leaders, most probably the man it 
has already made prime minister of Nigeria's 
existing federal government. His name is Abu- 
bakar Tafawa Balewa, and a more striking 
character would be hard to imagine. Coal 
black, with heavy lips and brooding eyes in a 
tight skull, he sits at his desk clothed in snowy 
white Islamic garb from pillbox hat to flowing 
gown. Out of this apparition comes a voice 
magnificently deep, strong and compelling, 
speaking eloquently in purest English. 
Nigeria's greatest problem, the voice says, 


dam,onthe Zambesi Riverin Rhodesia, Herework- 
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is “‘ourselves"—the tribal, sectional and per- 
sonal rivalries. “It is regrettable in a sense 
that we never had a common enemy to threat- 
en us and make us cling to one another for 
protection. Now while we try to build a gov- 
ernment, an economy, a technology, we must 
also build a nation. It will take time. But it 
can be done. I have emphatically rejected the 
idea that we ought to postpone independence 
until some future day when we will be ‘ready’ 
for it. We will only learn by doing. And when 
we have our independence, the people will feel 
such pride and responsibility that these con- 
flicts among them will begin to fade away.” 
If there is another thing besides the desire 
for independence that unites the Nigerian lead- 
ers, it is disgruntlement that Ghana got there 
first—and scorn for the notion that this now 
entitles Ghana to instruct others. Asked if he 
felt that Nigeria could learn from Ghana’s ex- 
periences, Balewa leaned forward in his chair 
and boomed his contempt: “‘I can’t under- 
stand how people can get such an idea. Ghana 
is only 4 million people. We are 34 million, If 
Nkrumah thinks he can set himself up as the 
leader of African independence, he is very 
much mistaken!” 
Nkrumah, who likes to think exactly that 
and whose attempts to build a continental fol- 
lowing have already sent him on state visits to 
numerous countries, will start next week on an 
official tour of Nigeria. His reception should 
be interesting. From Zik, who is an old friend 
and ally, he will probably get welcome. But 
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Awolowo distrusts him and dislikes the ruth- 
less methods he has used in Ghana. And the 
leading northern party showed its opinion by 
refusing even to send a delegate to last Decem- 
ber’s All-Africa conference in Accra. 

Balewa’s disinclination to let Nkrumah as- 
sume African leadership would undoubtedly 
be seconded by Sekou Touré, president of the 
new Republic of Guinea, despite the supposed 
“union” with Ghana. Young, talented, per- 
sonable and tremendously self-assured, Touré 
regards himself as an African Simon Bolivar. 
Long before Guinea became independent he 
was telling visitors, ‘‘All Africa is my con- 
cern!” On the first day of Guinea’s nation- 
hood he announced, *‘Our choice goes beyond 
this territory. It is a pattern for the develop- 
ment of the peoples of Black Africa... . Oth- 
er territories have no choice but to follow the 
example of Guinea,” 

The fact is that “‘other territories” have, 
the present at least, uniformly rejected Touré’ 
ideas of independence. However, Touré may 
still win the game in the end—and a very big 
game it is, What is at stake, while far trom 
being ‘‘all Africa,” is the political future of 
French tropical Africa, which is to say approx- 
imately a third of our entire area of inquiry. 
Accordingly, some definitions are necessary. 


France’s big bite 


URING the colonial partitions of Africa, 
France came out with much the biggest 
acreage. This included an area in western and 
central Africa larger than the U.S. For ad- 
ministration it was divided into two principal 
parts: French Equatorial Africa, which took in 
four provinces north of the Congo River, and 
French West Africa, which consisted of eight 
provinces around the West African “hump.” 
Of the two parts French Equatorial Africa 
has better scenery but its climate, soil and gen- 
eral resources are poor. The whole area, bigger 
than the U.S. east of the Mississippi, has a 
population of only 5 million, and most of 
them are still quite primitive. 

French West Africa is not only much big- 
ger but much more advanced, supporting 20 
million people in an area three fifths the size of 
the U.S, Although there is a good deal of scrub 
land and desert, this vast territory also has 
places that offer some of the best economic 
opportunities in Africa. One is Sekou Touré’s 
Guinea, which has tremendous undeveloped 
bauxite deposits. Another is the Ivory Coast, 


VOTE FOR FREEDOM is cast by Guinea women 
in referendum last September. Universal suffrage 
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where scientific tropical agriculture has already 
produced a boom economy. The political lead- 
er there is Felix Houphouet-Boigny, a small, 
middle-aged, shrewd and good-natured man. 
Houphouet-Boigny should be kept in mind, 
because he is Touré’s political archenemy, a 
member of General de Gaulle’s cabinet and 
one of De Gaulle’s principal advisors on mat- 
ters affecting French policy in Black Africa. 

The main feature of that policy has always 
been assimilation, the idea that by exposure 
to French education and culture the Africans 
eventually could be made into black French- 
men. It was assumed, of course, that this would 
take a long time. But due to the rising flood 
of nationalism and to France’s decision to 
ride with it in Black Africa—instead of try- 
ing to dam it, as in Algeria—events that 
might have taken many generations have hap- 
pened in only a dozen years. 

The first big step came after the war when 
France converted its Africans from French 
subjects to French citizens. Those who met 
the voting qualifications elected representa- 
tives not only to territorial assemblies but to 
the parliament in Paris. Thus came the surpri 
ing sight of Africans—finally about 60 of them 
—voting on all French parliamentary business. 

In 1957 there was another giant step with 
the establishment of universal adult male and 
female suffrage. Thus the forest pygmy was 
given exactly the same voting status as the 
French graduate engineer, an adventure in 
democracy sufficient to satisfy the most ardent 
defender of the Rights of Man. Moreover, the 
territorial assemblies received wide power over 
their own internal affairs. This was a bold 
program through which France hoped to keep 
the loyalty and friendship of the Africans. 
Meanwhile France also began a great program 
of public works and economic development, 
pouring in money at the extraordinary rate 
of about $500 million a year. 

The ultimate point in this policy of realistic 
liberalism came last September when the ter- 
ritories were offered complete independence. 
They could get it simply by voting against the 
new French constitution proposed by General 
de Gaulle. All territories accepting the con- 
stitution would be allowed to choose their 
particular relationship with France. They 
could keep their semiautonomous status. They 
could unite completely with France and be- 
come overseas “departments.” Or they could 
become autonomous republics federated with 
France in a new French Community.” For

extra insurance the constitution allows any 
member to leave and become independent any 
time in the future. How liberal can “‘colo- 
nialism” get? 

France’s reward was a rousing, overwhelm- 
ing “Yes” to the constitution from all but 
one of the territories. The lone exception was 
Guinea, where Touré had campaigned against 
it and where the vote was an equally rousing 
95% **No.” Neither the outcome nor the per- 
centage is mysterious in view of what has been 
said about African democracy. What was 
demonstrated was that (a) a popular leader in 
Africa usually can get the masses to vote any 
way he wants and (b) Sekou Touré is an ex- 
ceptionally popular leader. What remains to 
be explained is why Touré wanted this result. 


Avenging a bitter defeat 


NE of Touré’s ancestors was Chief Sa- 

mory, a famous warrior whose defeat by 
the French he seems bent on avenging. But 
his ideas go farther. He would like the eight 
former territories of French West Africa to 
federate into one big nation—for whose pres- 
idency he naturally would be a candidate. 
Moreover he is head of the 700,000-member 
General Union of Workers of Black Africa, 
and his dreams include the idea that in such a 
federation labor unions should have a leading 
governmental role. Clearly, whatever the oth- 
er results of his grand design might prove to 
be, the probable outcome for Touré would 
be to make him the political kingpin of all 
French tropical Africa. 

Now the foremost objector to Touré’s ides 
has always been his neighbor down the shore, 
Houphouet-Boigny. His Ivory Coast is the 
richest place in all French Black Africa. Why 
should it share its prosperity by federating 
with poorer places? A successful doctor turned 
politician, Houphouet founded the RDA par- 
ty, which built a majority in most of 
French tropical Africa. Then the younger, ag- 
gressive Touré joined it and built such a fol- 
lowing that he became an increasing threat to 
Houphouet's leadership. Beyond this, how- 
ever, Houphouet has felt that the best interests 
of the Africans truly lay in building the closest 
possible relationship with France, and that the 
best method was in.the direct, individual as- 
sociation provided by the Community. 

Thus the stage was set with classic elements 
for the duel: the young leftist, ambitious 
and daring, against the older, more coriserva- 
tive, wily party founder. At first the older man 
seemed to be winning. Touré apparently took 
Houphouet’s appointment to De Gaulle’s 
cabinet asa sign that France would not willing- 
ly agree to a federation. When he made hi 
move for independence, he brought his coun- 
try very near disaster. France cut off techni- 
cal and economic aid and furthermore refused 
to give Guinea formal diplomatic recognition, 
thus leaving it suspended in limbo. Touré nery- 
ously declared that he wanted Guinea to re- 
main associated with France. From Paris the 
response continued cold. 

It was under these extremely difficult cir- 
cumstances that Touré visited Nkrumah and 
the “union” of Ghana and Guinea came 
about. Actually there could be no rational 
hope of a real union, now or soon. The coun- 
lly separated, economically 
competitive, and culturally unlike. Neverthe- 
less, politically this move turned the tide in 
Touré’s favor. The $28 million loan he received 
from Ghana was enough to give him a reprieve 
from bankruptcy. And the “union” so startled 
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the French that De Gaulle’s government a few weeks ago agreed to let 
Guinea stay in the franc zone and to give it technical and ‘‘cultural” 
assistance. Last week France formally recognized the new nation. 

Meanwhile the opposition to the Touré idea of federation has in 
effect vanished. Meeting at Dakar last week leaders of four of the 
former French West African territories—now the autonomous re- 
publics of Senegal, Upper Volta, Soudan and Dahomey—set up a 
“Primary West African Federation” within the new French Com- 
munity. Houphouet is still in De Gaulle’s cabinet but his prestige 
has taken a ruinous drop among Africans. 

Where has this chess game left the French Community? The vot- 
ing that was due to take place under the new constitution has been 
finished now, and all of the former territories have decided to become 
“autonomous republics” within the Community. The new political 
arrangement will go into. operation soon—and then what? 

Obviously much will depend upon how well the Community func- 
tions. But already some of the younger African leaders are finding 
fault with the new constitution. Watching the massive tide of na- 
tionalism in Africa, one suspects that Touré, who is only 36, will live 
to see most of French Black Africa agreeing to his plans for it. 


As mentioned earlier, three other countries besides Nigeria are in 
the final stages of preparation for independence. None compares 
with Nigeria in importance, but each is likely to be much in the news 
during the next few years. A brief introduction to the three of them 
—Togo, Cameroon, and Somalia—is essential. 

They have several things in common. All are United Nations Trust 
Territories, the first two taken from the Germans after World War I, 
the other taken from the Italians after World War II. Under the 
trusteeship system the administering power—France in the case of 
Togo and Cameroon, Italy in Somalia—was supposed to prepare 
them for eventual independence, and that time now presumably has 
come. Whether they are in fact ripe for independence may be an- 
other matter. They share a high rate of illiteracy and a low income: 
all have been supported by subsidies. 

What the three most conspicuously share, however, is grievance 
over tribal separations. Only about 60% of the 2.25 million Somali 
people live in Somalia. The others are divided under four alien ad- 
ministrations, in French Somaliland, British Somaliland, Kenya and 
Ethiopia. Naturally a vigorous political movement has grown up to 
rectify this. It is called the Somali Youth League, and it can be ex- 
pected to make the 1960 government a vehicle for Somali unification. 
There is a good chance for an agreement with the French, British 
and Kenyans, a very poor chance for one with the Ethiopians. Quite 
possibly—one could almost say probably—there will be an Ethiopian- 
Somali border war which will require intervention by a U.N. force. 

In Togo, next door to Ghana, the great sore point is the division 
of the large, patriotic and intelligent Ewe (pronounced Eh-vay) 
tribe which is split almost half-and-half between Togo and Ghana. 
With the election last spring of Prime Minister Sylvanus E. Olympio 
of Ewe descent, it seemed briefly probable that Togo either would 
merge with Ghana or enter into an arrangement allowing the free 
passage of populations across the border. But relations between the 
two governments have subsequently grown very cool, and the “Ewe 
problem” promises to be a continuing source of rancor. 

In Cameroon the tribal problem seems fairly certain to be settled 
peaceably. The contested area, which is administered as part of the 
Nigerian federation, will have a chance through a U.N. plebiscite to 
decide for itself whether to merge with Nigeria or with the new 
Cameroon nation. The plebiscite will probably be held this spring, 
and the odds favor Nigeria. 


So far our tour has covered about half of Black Africa, embrac- 
ing those nations that are either free or on the verge of freedom. 
There are vast areas still to be seen, and they will prove to be dif- 
ferent in many ways. But in one sense they are the same: in all lands 
the black man is on the move, rushing he is not quite sure where, but 
shouting the great word Uhuru!—Freedom!
